CIRCULAR NO. 3959 

TO ALL EMPLOYEES: 

Subject: Affidavit regarding membership in organizations which 
assert the right to strike against the Government . 

Appropriation bills for the fiscal year 1917 provide that 
no part of the appropriation shall be used to pay the salary or wages 
of any person who engages in a strike against the Government of the 
United States or who is a member of an organization of Government 
employees that asserts the right to strike against the Government of 
the United States. It is provided that for the purpose of this 
legislation an affidavit shall be considered prima facie evidence 
that the person making the affidavit has not contrary to the provi- 
sions of this law engaged in a strike against the Government of the 
United States and is not a member of an organization of Government 
employees that asserts the right to strike against the Government of 
the United States. 

All employees must execute the affidavit on the other side 
of this circular. When you have signed the affidavit it should be 
returned promptly to your immediate supervisor who will forward it 
through regular channels (for noting against payroll records) to 
the Administrative Assistant to the Attorney General. 

Certifying Officers shall not release salary checks until 
this affidavit has been prepared and forwarded.

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Tho Federal Bum. o 4 Tnvootigation has teon designate: tho sole civi.15.an Qorerrcv'nt 
investigative agon'jy, leaving ( J ^diction ovor tho investigation o: V. Iters pertaining to th'j na- 
tional defense, that is, emic^ige, sabotngo, registration of a(>ont'' of foreign principals and the 
like* r\Lrther, the Federal Hureau of Investigation hss role investigative jurisdiction in a great 
number of other Federal statutes which embrace bank robbery, kidnaping, extortion, white slav* traf- 
fic, tho National Motor Vohicle Theft Act, and nurseroue others. The lodaral Bureau of Investigation 
has slso been designated by Congress as the agency officially responsible for the tabulati on. f nd 
dissc:ai nation of police statistics for the entire country. Under an Act of Congress these statis- 
tics are gathered and are distributed to thousands of interested police and affiliated agencies evrh 
quarter so that trends of crir.2, crime records,, and crimcj control can be known to those to wham it 
is of most interest. Further than this, th3 Federal Bureau of Investigation has teen designated pc 
tho agoncy having jurisdiction over the classification and maintenance of fingerprint records, rr-t 
only on a national basis, but on an international basis • TTe have some forty-six million sets of 
fingorprdi on hand today. T7e are receiving the flngorprint records of all persons enlisted or 
being inducted into the Army and enlisted in other military services. Thousands of persons in pub- 
lic utility positions are fingerprinted and tli3 prints are retained in our files. Those working 
in actional defense industries on many occasions are fingerprinted, their prints being included in 
our files. Our Government employees 1 prints are included. VTe are receiving thousands of cri^Anil 
fingerprints from all police agencies in tho country daily and it is essential that we immediately 
bo able to notify tho arresting agency of the criminal record of the individual because ho n«y be 
wanted for more serious crimes in other sections of the country and if he is to ba released on a 
mere vagrancy or other charge, he may be set free to continue his depredations on society. Tnis 
Bureau, together mth many otror foreign countries, participates in the interactional exchange of 
fingerprints. Kuixircds of iniernritional crooks are brought to task yearly through tho media of 
this service we have rendered. 

Our Criminology Laboratory handles the scientific examination of evidence in cases inves- 
tigated- by the Federal and local law enforcement agencies. A great deal of their work is dor-? in 
the examination of suspected sabot a re cases at the present time. The scientists in that Laboratory 
have lectured throughout the country on bombs and explosives so that losal police agencies my b* 
adequately prepared to handle any such matters which irdght arise under their jurisdiction. 

There contained in our Files Section the files of hundreds of thousands of 5.ndiv3.r>i;?3: 
whoL-e activities are of the greatest importance to the country today. Thp work of the Files S*:ctiOTi 
and the records of that section which have to do not only with the investigation v>f kidnaping, ex- 
tortion, bank robbery, and like cases but rlso the Investigation of our espionage, sabotage, foreign 
agent cases, and others, are of course accessible to employees working in that unit. It ia most 
essential that only the most trusted employees be so assigned. 

B. 5. 

The work of the Federal Bureau of Investigation is of the utmost importance in the natj or*l 
defense. It is essential that thoroughly qualified personnel of the highest integrity and background 
be secured for every position in the Bureau. Our work is the guarding of the internal security of 
the country, not ojily in national defense matters, but in tho control of those crir^nals who previ- 
ously had terrorised the country in waves of bank robbery, kidnaping, extortion, white slavery* auto- 
mobile theft, and numerous other crimes* There is no doubt whatsoever in the minds of law enforce- 
ment officials that should any group be permitted to have the assurance that their activiti-is we *e 
being minimized during the present national emergency, we would have a tremendous country-wl de r ive 
of crime in that particular r ategory in a very short period of time* It is, therefore, essential 
that fron a national defense standpoint and from a public security standpoint the bureau naintaii 
its qualified staff at an "absolute maximum in order to continue to have control of the criminal ele- 
ment under its jurisdiction.

Tin? Federal bureau oi investigation is piirarily a service ^goncy. We serve our 
Goverrav-nl* r-nd the public. We cannot determine tbe amount of work which is going to be referred 
v f : us. . If there is a crime wave oi' local or national significance at any tine the work of the 
Bureau is increased in con; art con. Our identification, laboratory, and crime statistic) facili- 
ties reflect very defiriitcly the trends in the country. Vie must have available personnel to 
properly handle the thousands of fingerprint records being received by us diMy. Vie are at the 
present tirac receiving approximately one hundred and twenty thousand sets of prints dfcily. Yfe 
must hive a scientific stsff in ths laboratory to examine scientific evidence « We rau*t have an 
investigative force of sufficient size to handle the work being referred to us. "We roust have a 
technical and supervisory staff of sufficient siv-e to render the service to our investigative,

Dear Mr. President: 

It is in the interests of the American people, and victory over the Axis, rather than in ' 
the interests of the individual Harry Bridges alone, that we address this open letter to 
you, to urge reconsideration of the order of Attorney General Biddle for Mr. Bridges 1 de- 
portation. 

In the last few days we have given careful consideration to the far-reaching effects of 
the Attorney General's order. To the best of our ability, we have analyzed the public 
response, and have found organized labor shocked and concerned, government production 
chiefs and patriotic industrial leaders deeply disturbed, many newspaper editors and 
columnists critical— and the appeasement, anti-war forces of the country, along with the 
official Axis propaganda bureaus, delighted by the decision. 

Within a few days after Mr. Biddle announced his decision, Senator Reynolds, op- 
ponent of many measures necessary to win the war and critic of your administration'of 
our ^vartimc government, called for deportation not only of Bridges but of "thousands of 
others," and urged that the Communist Party be outlawed. An appeasement columnist, 
giving only lipscrvice to the cause of the United States, utilized the decision to launch a 
flagrantly scurrilous attack on Mrs. Roosevelt. And Radio Berlin, in its broadcasts beamed 
to the United States, used the Biddle decision to attack American collaboration with Rus- 
sia in the light against the Axis. 

Certainly these incidents by themselves prove that the decision of the Attorney General 
jeopardizes our war effort, not in terms of production— it is clear that labor will continue 
to surpass its own high records— but in terms of national morale. Mr. Biddle's decision 
was described by one commentator as "the blunder for which pro-Axis propagandists have 
been waiting." It is exactly that, through its negation of the cause for which we are fight- 
ing and its contradiction of your pledge that all loyal resident i of our country would find 
a place in this fight, judged by one criterion only — wholehear ed, unequivocal, sacrificial 
support of the war. 

Our fight for freedom and against the tyranny of the Axs, has brought home to the 
American people the meaning of fascism. For nine years, we have watched the rise of fas- 
cism in Germany and it? encroachment upon other lands and peoples. We have seen the 
pattern repeat itself: destruction of powerful trade unions, persecution of the Jewish peo- 
ple, suppression of the Catholic church, loss of the right of fre^ worship, and outlawing of 
the Communist Party, tin- inevitable first step towards the banishment of democracy and 
the enslavement of free peoples* 

We have seen Hitler and the Axis use the slogan M anti-communism M to thrust upon 
the world brutality anc violence unprecedented in human history. We have seen the 



Lavals and the Pcuiiu of both hemispheres using the same slogans to carry. • their work, 
seeking everywhere to divide and conque r the people and prevent them from achieving 
victory over fascism. 

Your statement on May IGth, 1942. that you were commuting the sentence of Earl 
Browdcr because it would have "a tendency to promote national unity" was acclaimed 
by all Americans with a veal understanding of the needs of unity and national morale. 

The Government's evidence on the character of the Communist Party was put in 
through the testimony of thoroughly discredited witnesses most of whose testimony on 
other phases of the case was disbelieved both by Inspector Sears and the Board of Immi- 
gration Appeals. In view of the Attorney General's comment that he hopes the Bridges 
case will become a "lest case of communism 1 * it must be pointed out that the Communist 
Party was not a parly to the deportation proceedings and that at no time were any of its 
officials subpoenaed or invited to present accurate evidence on its position. 

The constitution of the Communist Party, adopted in 1938 and a matter of public 
record since that time, declares its unequivocal opposition to any "clique, group, circle, 
faction or parly which conspires or acts to subvert, undermine, weaken or overthrow 
any or all institutions of American democracy." Whatever one conceives the political 
principles of the Communist Party to be, there can be no question of its unreserved sup- 
port of the war program. 

Because the decision rendered by Mr. Biddle in the case of Harry Bridges can only 
serve to undermine our national morale, and because it has already been used to, create 
distrust of aliens and or labor leaders, we urge upon you the necessity of directing recon- 
sideration. We make this pica not alone in justice to Marry Bridges, alien and labor 
leader, but in justice to Harry Bridges, fighting leader of the men behind the fighting 
lines, forceful asset to our war effort, vigorous spokesman for unity behind the war. 

We recognize that your executive powers in this war emergency are extraordinary. 
It is our belief that executive action is required to prevent the execution of Mr. Bid- 
die^ order or the necessity of entering, at this time, upon what will inevitably be pro- 
tracted and disruptive litigation. It is equally essential that the Attorney GeneraPs ill- 
advised, arbitrary, and unwarranted findings relative to the Communist Party be rescinded. 

We believe, therefore, that you must offset the dangerous aspects of the Attorney 
GeneraPs order by a pos itive and immediate reaffirmation of the rights of labor, and of 
ail loyal racial, religious and political groups, to full participation in the war. 

In the interests of national unity and victory over the Axis, we urge you to use your 
executive authority to rescind the Attorney Generals decision.

On May 28, 1942, Attorney General Francis Biddle ordered the deportation of Harry Bridges. His decision 
reversed the unanimous finding of the Board of Immigration Appeals of the Department of justice, which on 
January 3, 1942, overruled the decision of Presiding Inspector Sears. Mr. Biddle's decision also discounted the 
outstanding opinion, in 1939, of James M. Landis, then Dean of Harvard Law School and now Director of 
the Office of Civilian Defense.

"Bridges' own statement of his political beliefs and disbeliefs 
is important.
